DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the Apphcant's response filed 5/27/09. 

As indicated in Applicant's response, claims 1-2, 5-6 have been amended. Claims 1-2, 5- 
6 are pending in the office action, the rest thereof being canceled. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-2, 5-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art taken separately or jointly does not suggest or teach the following features. 

Method (as recited in claims 1 , 5) for pointing an action attribute of an electronic 
application for proceeding action components representing individual business factors 
constituting each of process having nested structure and programs for executing said factors, 
comprising: (i) a component name correspondence unit within a storage unit for defining first 
execution order of action components when correspondence between action name and one or 
more action component names is met, the component name correspondence unit further defining 
plural nested action component names and a second execution order of said nested action 
components; (ii) receiving displayable correspondence information between action component 
name and program name for that action component; retrieving said stored action name fi-om a 
runtime display unit and retrieving, from the user, a key to specify the action component names 
and execution order corresponding to each said action name, and keys to specify program names 
corresponding to said action component names; then executing programs identified by said 
program names in order specified in the storage unit; (iii) displaying screen for updating the 
definition information for a component name correspondence upon this correspondence being 
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changed within execution of said first or second order via receiving update information, and 
updating said component name correspondence information without updating the program name 
correspondence. 

Murren, USPN: 7,346,921, teach interactive screen where user can specify values of a 
asset of a catalog, wherein each command is defined as object class and viewable as asset view, 
and where object command can be matched with object in catalog, such entry triggering a 
response on a display page and returned to the user. However, Murren does not disclose stored 
name correspondence unit (NCU) to define correspondence between action name and action 
component name as well as storing definition of execution order of nested action components 
representing business factor execution as in (i); nor does Murren disclose (or suggest) receiving 
keys firom user input to match program name that are associated with action component name, 
and keys to match execution order thus stored to action component name as in (ii); nor does 
Murren disclose (or suggest) execution of programs corresponding to said identified program 
names, with display unit to receive update information upon change being identified in first or 
second order execution, as to update the stored correspondence definition in the NCU without 
updating any program name correspondence information as in (ii).
